Inasmuch as the Church of God has 
an established government necessitating 
an annual General Assembly, composed 
of all who choose to attend of the min- 
istry and laity, at which Assembly all 
offices of previously and duly elected 
officials expire, and whereas after such 
expiration no one would be duly and 
legally authorized to act as official repre- 
sentatives of the Church of God, it is 
consequently of paramount importance 
that the Church of God meet in some 
form of a General Assembly incident to 
the election of the general officials and 
appointment of the standing boards and 
committees as required by the General 
Assembly. 


Therefore, in view of the present na- 
tional crisis and emergency and our 
special effort to cooperate with the 
Government in these tragic and trying 
times, at our last General Assembly, held 
in Birmingham, Alabama, September

Divers Diseases 


The following are a few of those 
diseases having the most serious effects 
upon the existence of God’s house: 1. 
Amnesia. 2. Sleeping sickness. 3. Infan- 
tile paralysis. 4. Stiffness. 5. Lockjaw. 
6. Cold. 7. Leprosy. 


Amnesia is very prevalent today. One 
who is afflicted with this disease seems 
to have lost his right mind. He wanders 
about from place to place in the dark- 
ness of this world, unknown to man, 
to himself, and, most of all, unknown 
to Christ. Why not get wise to yourself 
and know God, lest on the last day He 
shall say, “Depart from me, I know you 
not”? / 

Sleeping sickness in the natural is not 
so contagious but in the spiritual it is 
very serious. The results of its usurpa- 
tion of human souls can directly be felt 
in our churches, but the extent as to 
the total loss of souls is not to be seen 
until the day of judgment has come. 

Say Christian, have you been slack 
in your prayers and promises to God? 
Have you become listless, having par- 
taken of that worldly dope which causes 
one to become sleepy, tired and restless? 
Have you prepared for the last day? 
Will you awake in the newness of life 
or will your soul suffer the agony and 
pain of the second death?

he effects usually bring lasting de- 
formities and calamities. Backsliders 
have particularly felt its results. How 
many souls have you stolen from the 
sheepfold, away from the protection of 
His hand? How can you account for 
their souls when you stand before the 
great judgment throne? Listen now, 
dear Christian soul, you are not immune 
to this disease unless you yield your life 
entirely to His will. Just now He calls 
for you, backslider or wayward Chris- 
tian, to come. For your soul’s sake and

There is no power in the songs or in 
prayer. The preaching is so quiet one 
can almost hear a pin drop. Remember 
the time when Christ was in agony and 
took Peter, James and John into the 
garden to pray? They slept. The third 
time He found them still sleeping He 
said, “Sleep on,” for He realized the 
time was near when He should sacrifice 
His blood for us.

The Evangelical Christian says that, 
“According to an Associataed Press cor-

Gideons Order 2,000,000 Bibles 

ST. LOUIS (by RNS)—Two million 
additional copies of the New Testament 
have been ordered by the Gideons (Chris- 
tian Commercial Business Men’s Associ- 
ation) for men in the armed forces, A. E.

Cabinet Conference here. 

This makes a grand total of 5,050,- 
000 New Testaments distributed to serv- 
ice men, President Lewis declared.

Matt. 16:18, “Now I am saying unto 
you that you are Peter (Petros) and on 
this the Rock (Te Petra) I shall be 
building my ecclesia. (I'll be home-build- 
ing of me the out-called.)”*

HIS passage of scripture taken from 

the recorded words of Jesus is set 
forth by the Roman Church as evidence 
of their authority to the assertion that 
the Roman Church is the only true 
church, being founded on Peter whom 
they term the Rock. 

Now many people will say, “Well, 
that’s the scripture, isn’t it?” accepting 
the Roman rendering upon its surface 
appearance. But anyone really wanting 
to know the truth will not be satisfied 
to take a lone statement without noting 
its surrounding context. 

Also, we are reminded by the Lord 
Himself that, “In the mouth of two 
or three witnesses every word shall be 
established.” Therefore, let us be like the 
“more honorable” people of Thessalonica, 
who, it is recorded, “searched the scrip- 
tures to see if these things be so,” Acts 
17:11. 

First of all let us read the context 
from which this passage is taken. In the 
earlier verses of this chapter (16) we 
hear Jesus cautioning His disciples not 
to be deceived by the teachings of the 
Pharisees and Sadducees, the religious 
leaders of that time, whose teachings He 
likens unto leaven, a type of sin. Then 
He proceeds to ask them the question, 
“Who are men saying that the Son of 
man is?” They reply that, “Some (men) 
are saying John the Baptist, others Eli- 
jah, yet others Jeremiah,” etc. In other 
words, men did not know, man’s wis- 
dom could not give any authoritative 
answer—just a confusion of guesses! 

Then Jesus continues, “Now who are 

ou saying that I (the Son of man) 
am?” Here He addressed Himself to that 
little group of men, most of whom were 
unlearned even for their day, but who 
had been called and chosen by the Lord. 
Thus Simon (which means famous) an- 
swers, “Thou art the Christos, the Son 
of the living God.” This word Christos 
is the Greek word for “‘anointed” and is 
the equivalent to the Hebrew word 
“Messias” meaning the same, so that 
Simon was proclaiming Jesus as the Mes- 
sias, the Anointed, the Son of God, the 
One for whom the Jews were looking as 
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a deliverer and Savior; the One of whom 
Moses had prophesied, saying, “The Lord 
thy God shall raise up a prophet like 
unto me, him shall ye hearken unto,” 
Deut. 18:15. Simon is thus proclaiming 
here that Jesus is ¢hat prophet, not just 
another prophet but the One to whom 
they should listen. Do we see any con- 
nection here? First, Jesus warns of the 
teaching of the leaders of the day, then 
asks what men in general think concern- 
ing the Son of mankind. They make ex- 
cuses and guesses at several of the pro- 
phets and then end up lamely, “or one 
of the prophets.” But Simon definitely 
affirms Him to be that particular One, 
the Messias—the Anointed. 

Now wherein could Simon make any 
such bold statement? How could he, a 
poor ignorant fisherman, know this fact 
when all the accumulated knowledge on 
this point, at that time, was “‘all at sea”? 

The answer to this is in Jesus’ next 
statement. “Blessed art thou Simon Bar- 
jona (Famous One, Son of the Dove) 
for flesh and blood hath not revealed 
this unto thee, but my Father which 
is in heaven.” 

The name by which Jesus addresses 
Simon is very significant here. “Famous 
One, Son of the Dove.” The name fitted 
the man, especially at that moment. He 
was by nature impulsive, quickly filled 
with enthusiasm and moved by his emo- 
tions, and Jesus, when calling him, had 
known these qualities in him and had 
prophesied that his name would be 
“Peter.” John 1:40-42. This was just a 
case of nicknaming but a revelation of 
what the man was going to become. He 
was to be “renowned as a Son of the 
Dove” and be solid. He does not say to 
him, “Simon, you are rock,” but “Simon, 
Son of the Dove, you are rock.” What is 
conveyed here? 


COMPARISON 


All through the old Testament we 
find that the dove typifies the Holy 
Ghost and we see this teaching endorsed 
with Jesus when He was baptized by 
John in Jordan, the Holy Ghost de- 
scending at that time in the visible form 
of.a dove. So that in this figure of 
speech Jesus is using, He is addressing 
His disciple as the “Famous one born 
of the Holy Ghost.” No wonder He con- 
tinues, “Seeing that flesh and blood do 
not reveal this unto you, but my Father 
who is in the heavens.” 

Yes, the Father was still in the heav- 
ens but had sent the Holy Ghost into 


Simon’s heart to inspire these words. 

Then the next three words in the 
Greek are very important in order to get 
the proper sense of what Jesus is continu- 
ing to say, “Now I also.” Jesus has just 
shown Simon that the Holy Ghost gave 
Him wisdom and spoke through Him, 
that the inspiration had come from God, 
and not from his own reasoning. 

So he says, “Now I also am saying 
unto you, you are rock.” Jesus is tell- 
ing Simon that He (Jesus also being un- 
der the inspiration of the anointing is 
saying that Simon is now solid—is on 
the real foundation—is on the right 
track, as we would say. Thus He con- 
tinues, “And on this The Rock (Te 
Petra, as different from just Petros when 
referring to Simon) I'll be home-build- 
ing of me the out-called” (this is the 
literal rendering of the Greek which 
shows us Jesus was referring to building 
a tabernacle for Himself to abide in, 
not just an organization). 

Surely the Son of God will not take 
a bride from a different species to Him- 
self! No, the Bride must be even as He 
Himself is—‘“anointed”; of the heavenly 
seed, of the same nature as Himself, 
born of the Holy Ghost! (See Eph. 
5:30-32.) 

Thus we see the rest of Jesus’ prophecy 
here concerning Peter receiving the keys 
of the kingdom being fulfilled later at 
Pentecost. For He does not say, “I give 
you” but “I shall be giving,” pointing 
to that future time when Peter and 
about one hundred and twenty other 
obedient disciples tarried “until” they 
received the infilling of the Spirit.“ That 
was the birth of the Church, the be- 
trothed bride of the Son. However, Si- 
mon is not the foundation of the Church, 
but at Pentecost he became one of the 
first stones built upon the true founda- 
tion. That this fact is evident is soon 
brought forth in the next few verses of 
this same chapter. 

The next thing we read is that Jesus 
begins to tell His disciples of His com- 
ing suffering and death. Immediately 
Simon takes Him to task and “starts to 
rebuke Him.” What! One minute con- 
fessing that Jesus was that Prophet to 
whom they should listen—the next, not 
only refusing to listen but actually “re- 
buking Him.” What! is this person the 
foundation of the Church—‘“the ground 
and pillar of the truth”? 


A QUESTION 

Well, what does this mean? What is 
conveyed here? Maybe Jesus’ answer to 
him will help us. “Go away behind me 
Satan! You are a snare to me, seeing you 
are not disposed to that which is (given) 
of God, but that which is of man.” 
Jesus uses the same words here as He 
did to the tempter in the wilderness, and

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The Sin That Hinders Revivals 


Text: “Take us the foxes, the little 
foxes, that spoil the vine: for our vines 
have tender grapes,’ Song of Solomon 
e313. 


We have been reading the Evangel 
for years and have noticed a big dif- 
ference in the reports of revivals in the 
past five years. They aren’t like they 
used to be. Back fifteen or twenty years 
ago you could open the Evangel and 
read the reports of revivals all over the 
states, which had forty saved, thirty 
filled with the Holy Ghost, thirty-five 
added to the church, and, although the 
evangelist had left for another appoint- 
ment, the revival was still going on. 

Today it is not that way. There are 
four or five saved, and about two filled 
with the Holy Ghost. Once in a while 
there is a great revival. You old-timers 
who read the Evangel years ago know 
I am telling you the truth. What’s the 
trouble today? Has God changed? No. 
Is it that the gospel doesn’t have ef- 
fect on the people? No. Didn’t Jesus 
say, “I will make you fishers of men”? 
Then did He expect the fishers to fish 
without catching any fish? No. Then 
there must be something wrong. I don’t 
think it is the preacher’s fault every 
time. 

Notice the text, “The little foxes 
that spoil the vine.” To understand this 
text you must know something about 
foxes. This writer used to be a fox 
hunter, having had many years of ex- 
perience with foxes. The fox always has 
his holes in bluffs or on creek banks 
where there are plenty of vines and smail 
underbrush. We have seen plenty of them 
just like the text says—little foxes. 
What are some of the little foxes? There 
are plenty of them today, but first we 
want a picture of the destruction of

the vine. The big fox never hurts the 
vine, but the little foxes do. The little 


foxes climb around through the vines. 


down close to his hole. The vines soon 
become so scratched and torn until the 
limbs of the vine that the foxes have 
played on become unfruitful and when 
the sun gets hot many of them die and 
many times the main vine bleeds to 
death because of the scratched places. 


We get a good picture of the church 
from this. I notice in good revivals that 
interest is one of the greatest things— 
everybody on the job. When you don’t 
have a revival notice the interest the 
church takes. If the members are not 
interested there is something wrong with 
them. Maybe they don’t pray like they 
used to. God said come out from among 
the world and be a separate people. 
Then think back over your life. Are 
you living like you were when you 
couldn’t miss a service that was possible 
to get to? Then if not, see what your 
little fox is. Maybe it is a cigarette. 
You left them at the altar. Maybe you 
have said something about your brother 
that killed his influence. Maybe it is 
your hair. Some members had short hair 
when they got saved ten years ago and 
it has grown so fast that it is almost 
touching their shoulders now! I am 
afraid there is a little fox. 


I notice some use makeup on their 
faces now, but when they prayed 
through to victory ten years ago they 
left it at the altar. Some are going to 
movies, some to the fortunetellers, some 
out with the worldly people where they 
are drinking, cursing and having all 
kinds of worldly amusements. Listen, 
my dear sister and brother, it is impos- 


sible to fool the people. When my or 
your testimony has that cracked-bell 
sound the people know it. When your 
song doesn’t have that spiritual ring the 
people can tell it. But, oh, when Sister 
Ann or Brother Bill gets on the floor to 
sing you can see the people brighten up; 
the Spirit beareth witness. Soon every- 
body is feeling good, shouting and prais- 
ing God. Sister Ann and Brother Bill 
don’t live where the little foxes play. 
They chose to grow higher on the vine 
where they can bear fruit and hot weather 
doesn’t wilt their beautiful green leaves. 
One of the most destructive sins, or 
little foxes, is this—when you _ begin 
looking for faults in your brothers and 
sisters you surely can get your eyes full, 
but remember when you allow that 
spirit to get hold on you it won’t be 
long until your victory will be gone. 
I have just recently seen two cases of 
this and both are now backslidden and 
away from God. No wonder Jesus said 
watch and pray. Brother, you can pray 
your head off and not watch your con- 
versation, what you sing, where you go, 
what kind of company you are with, 
how your face is decorated and what it 
is decorated with, how you wear your 
hair—long the Bible way, or short and 
fuzzy the way of the world—and it 
profiteth you nothing and the church 
suffers under the failure of watching. 

Brothers and sisters in the Church of 
God, let’s grow up so high on the vine 
that these little foxes can’t play among 
us and destroy our fruit, our influence 
with the church and with the sinner 
people, so that when Jesus returns we 
can say, “Lord, I have worked with the 
talent which you gave me and I have 
also gained another.” I am looking for 
Jesus soon. Are you? Watch those little 
foxes, or no-harm sins.

Never before has the world needed 
brotherhood as it does today. A world 
so closely knit that a short trip makes 
it possible for Wendell Willkie to talk 
to the common people of Egypt, Russia, 
and China within a few days, is a small 
community where men actually live to- 
gether as a family. 


A tiny America, where men of all 
races and creeds rub shoulders daily, 
where there is no frontier of escape or 
refuge for objects of hostility, has no 
room today for bigotry and intolerance. 
Good will must characterize our Ameri- 
can neighborhood or the nation will 
blow up or fall apart. 


A world where the enemies of de- 
mocracy employ as a major strategy the 
setting of groups against each other 
must learn that its only hope for survi- 
val is mutual respect among the mem- 
bers of its family. 


Therefore, brotherhood is no soft 
thing, no glamorous ideal of preachers 
and philosophers. It is a fact, an urgent 
fact. We are fighting a war to prove 
that brotherhood is stronger than hate, 
that the American ideal of respect for 
every man, irrespective of his race or 
creed, can become the life-giving sun- 
light for all mankind. 


Brotherhood in America has worked. 
True we have had the Know Nothing, 
the A.P.A., the K.K.K. and the Chris- 
tian Front. They are lapses from the 
American ideal. The fact is that we do 
treat some people unfairly, very unfair- 
ly. Yet America has survived because in 
every crisis we have stood together as 
one people despite our “manyness.” We 
are learning that lesson again, and learn- 
ing it with such. force that many of 
us will never forget it. 


For one thing, we are learning the 
meaning of brotherhood because our 
world has shrunk to one-family size. We 
are learning it from the necessity of de- 
fense against the Nazis’ “divide and 
conquer” method. But we are also more 
aware of the true meaning of brother- 
hood because the principles of high re- 
ligion are now substantiated by the find- 
ings of science. 

Our prejudices developed, largely, in 
the pre-scientific ages. It is only within 
the last few generations that anthropo- 
logists, social scientists, historians and 
other educators have given us knowledge 
about the nature of group relations, and 
the principles that govern them. We 
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are beginning to see that the idea of 
racial superiority is nonsense, that 
groups are mutually interdependent, 
that the well-being of one group is de- 
pendent on the health of every group 
and that social hostility can be analyzed 
and reduced to proportions of minor 
consequence. If we apply our knowl- 
edge, cooperation can be achieved. We 
are seeing that democracy means unity 
without uniformity, that men do not 
necd to be alike to produce a strong, 
united, cooperative nation and world. 
We know that international law and 
order, with all nations participating, is 
the sine qua non of a just and durable 
peace. 

Colleges, universities, high schools, 
elementary schools, churches, adult edu- 
cation agencies, and community organi- 
zations are accepting their new responsi- 
bilities for educating people to realize 
their duties in a democratic society. 
That is an encouraging sign. 


So brotherhood, long a religious prin- 
ciple, is now a fact, a hard fact neces- 
sary to the survival of the human race. 
It is the cohesive agent of democracy. 


Brotherhood means respect, under- 
standing and cooperation among those 
who differ racially and religiously. It 
means insuring for others the rights and 
respect we desire for ourselves. It means 
fighting prejudice and bigotry and 
thinking of people as individuals rather 
than as groups. It means intelligent and 
informed good will. 

Without good will democracy will 
collapse and the world go back to bar- 
barism. With it, men can live as a 
family and by giving it to each other 
so all can have it, will build a world 
where men of all races, nations and 
creeds can be free. 

Brotherhood Week will be observed 
for the tenth year, February 19-28, 
1943. It is sponsored by the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews, 381 
Fourth Avenue, New York City, in 2,000 
communities all over the nation. Every 
community leader is urged to take part 
in this educational observance to 
strengthen American democracy. As 
President Roosevelt said in his call to 
observe the week, “The war makes the 
appeal of Brotherhood Week stronger 
than ever.”

There are many ways that we may aid 
our Government during this time of 
crisis; and inasmuch as Civilian Defense 
has already been set up throughout all 
the various counties and states of the 
Union, we suggest that our ministers 
contact the local Civilian Defense Of- 
ficers and offer assistance in any and 
every way possible.

addresses Simon as Satan. Oh! can this 
man be the rock?—the one on whom the 
kingdom of the heavenlies is to be estab- 
lished?—against which the gates of hell 
shall not prevail? Furthermore He says, 
“You are a snare to me!”’ Yes, Simon as 
a man was deceptive, one moment obey- 
ing the God of heaven, the next obeying 
the devil! One moment when yielding 
to the Holy Ghost He glorifies God’s 
Son; the next moment, reverting back 
into his own fallen nature (even though 
Jesus had just commended his obedience 
to the Holy Spirit) obeying the ruler 
of this world, Satan, he rebukes~ the 
Lord of Glory! 

Still later we see this same man, first 
vowing to follow Jesus no matter what, 
then in a short space of time denying 
Jesus with the devil’s own language— 
cursing! 

Could Jesus be talking about building 
His heavenly kingdom upon this vacil- 
lating specimen of the human race— 
this shifting sand, blown with every 
wind! Surely not, but Jesus was demon- 
strating through Simon that when moved 
by the Holy Ghost he glorified God and 
was thus on solid ground and converse- 
ly when he reverted to his natural fallen 
understanding he was of the devil. 

We are reminded of another instance 
where Jesus rebuked the Jews who were 
rejecting Him, saying, “Ye are of your 
father the devil” (John 8:44). 

However, we are not content to take 
even one passage of scripture as our 
witness, but let us go to other scrip- 
tures—to the Old Testament first. 
There are many references to the Rock 
here. 

Let us take one from David, “In 
whose heart it was to build him a taber- 
nacle.” (See 1 Kings 8:20; Acts 7:45- 
51.) 

The last words David speaks to us are 
these found in 2 Samuel 23:1-3, “David 
the son of Jesse . . . the anointed of the 
God of Jacob, and the sweet psalmist of 
Israel, said, “The Spirit of the Lord 
spake by me, and his word was in my 
tongue. The God of Israel said, the Rock 
of Israel spake to me,” etc. 

Here David testifies that through be- 
ing anointed by the God of Jacob and 
thus becoming the “sweet singer” of 
Israel, that this was the Spirit of the 
Lord speaking through him—the Spirit 
of the Lord, the God, the Rock of Israel. 

In chapter 22:32 he says, “Who is a 
rock save our God?” and in Psalms 27 
and 62 he refers to “The Lord my Rock” 
and “He only is my Rock.” 


OLD TESTAMENT PROPHECY 


Isaiah also speaks to us of the Rock; 
he refers to Him as being both a stum-

bling stone to the house of Israel and a 
gin or snare to the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem (Isaiah 8:13-18). St. Paul later re- 
fers to this scripture, as does also Peter 
himself in his epistles. St. Paul in Romans 
9:31-33 speaks of this “Rock of of- 
fence—which is the Anointed (Chris- 
tos).” Yes, the Anointed One! You say, 
“What do you mean ‘anointed one’r” 
Hear Isaiah again for Paul tells us he is 
“very bold” or plain in his speech. Isaiah 
28:5-16 records, “In that day (the day 
of grace) shall the Lord of hosts be for 
a crown of glory, for a diadem of beauty 
to the remnant of his people (not the 
outward adorning of goodly apparel, etc., 
but the inward adorning of the heart-— 
see 1 Peter 3:3,4) and for a spirit of 
judgment to him that sitteth in judg- 
ment (remember Jesus said to Peter, 
“Whosoever sins ye forgive they are for- 
given,” also “forgive that ye may be 
forgiven”; and Paul says in 1 Corinth- 
ians 2:15, “He that is spiritual judgeth 
all, yet he himself is judged of no man”) 
and for strength to them who turn the 
battle to the gate” (remember “‘the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against this 
“out-called” group). Surely the prophet 
Isaiah is speaking about the same class 
of people that Jesus is telling Simon 
about! He continues, “But they (the 
priest and prophets of the day) have 
erred . . . they are out of the way... 
they err in vision. They stumble in 
judgment! Who shall he (the Lord of 
hosts) teach knowledge? Who shall he 
make to understand doctrine? . . . with 
stammering lips and another tongue shall 
he speak to this people, to whom he saith, 
This is the rest wherewith ye shall cause 
the weary to rest, and ¢his is the refresh- 
ing . .. yet they (priest and prophet) 
would not . . . wherefore hear the word 
of the Lord, ye scornful men. Thus saith 
the Lord God, Behold! I lay in Zion for 
a foundation a stone, a tried stone, a 
precious corner stone, a sure foundation.” 

This is the Rock Paul refers to, who 
he says is ““The Anointed.” So it is no 
wonder that when the Holy Ghost fell 
upon the one hundred and twenty obe- 
dient disciples at Pentecost, Simon in- 
cluded, that he said, ‘This is that!” Yes, 
with stammering lips and another tongue 
he received it, just as Jesus had said he 
would (Mark 16:15-18) and according 
to Isaiah’s prophecy. This was what 
Peter (now, after Pentecost) preached 
and what Paul preached and Philip and 
the other early saints—the Christos, the 
anointed One, that He is the Son of God. 
Hear Paul again, “Other foundation can 
no man lay than that which is (already) 
laid . . . Jesus the Anointed,” 1 Cor- 
inthians 3:11. And again, “For we are 
his workmanship, created in the Anoint- 
ed Jesus (the spiritual man) ... And 
are built upon the foundation of (used 
by) the apostles and prophets, Jesus 


Anointed (the man now in glory) him- 
self being the chief corner stone; .. . 
in whom ye are builded together for a 
habitation (tabernacle) of God, through 
the Spirit.” 

FINALLY 

As a last witness let us hear what 
Peter himself has to say on this mat- 
ter. In his First Epistle, chapter 2:3, we 
read, “If so be ye have tasted that the 
Lord is gracious. To whom coming, as 
unto a living stone, disallowed indeed of 
men (they want to substitute someone 
else) . . . the same is made the head of 
the corner, and a stone of stumbling, 
and a rock of offence, even to them 
which stumble at this word, being dis- 
obedient.” 

Listen to Peter again at Pentecost 
(Acts 2:38), “Repent, and be baptized 
in the name of Jesus Anointed for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. For the promise 
is unto you... even as many as the 
Lord our God shall call . . . Save your- 
selves from this perverse generation!” 

Listen to Jesus Himself—‘‘He that 
believeth and is baptized shall be saved,” 
St. Mark 16:15-18.

probably be put on goods (Rev. 13:16- 
18). 
Number—666, is religious, and will 
be put on the hand and forehead (Rev. 
13:12). 

Name—political organization of the 
antichrist (Rev. 13:7). 

Hitler, Mussolini, Tojo, and others of 
the devil are forerunners preparing the 
way for the coming superman and dic- 
tator of all dictators, the antichrist. 

The Church (saints of all nations) 
are to be enraptured or caught up to 
meet Christ in the air (1 Thess. 4:16- 
18) before the antichrist, the false 
prophet, mark, number, and name are 
to be revealed to the world. 

These men may be on earth at the 
present time, but will not be revealed 
until the proper time. “For the mystery 
of iniquity doth already work: only he 
who now letteth will let, until he (the 
church) be taken out of the way. And 
then shall that wicked (antichrist) be 
revealed, whom the Lord shall consume 
with the spirit of his mouth, and shall 
destroy with the brightness of his com- 
ing, (not the rapture). Even him (Je- 
sus), whose coming (to earth to reign) 
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is after the working of Satan with all 
power and signs and lying wonders 
(during the great tribulation period) .” 
2 Thess. 2:7-9. 

The mark of the beast is one of the 
greatest mysteries to be found in the 
Word of God. Much has been said con- 
cerning it. It cannot be the C.LO., 
Union label, Nazi swastika, Fascist bat- 
tle-ax, Russian hammer and _ sickle; 
neither could it be any well-known 
emblem of today. The Bible says that it 
is the number of a man and his number 
is 666. The well-known emblems of to- 
day could be forerunners of the anti- 
christ mark. No one will really know 
all the details until after the rapture of 
the Church. (Read 2 Thess. 2:7-9.) 

The numerical value of antichrist’s 
name, number, or mark, as some com- 


mentators have figured from some 
alphabet, either Greek, Hebrew, or 
Latin, amounts to 666. God’s great .

will be living during those evil days 
(tribulation period).
